"My  favorite  part  is  seeing  some  little  kid  smile  and  just  enjoying  his  or  herself  because  of  something  I  have  done 
You  never  know  what  a  kid  is  going  through  at  home.  So  every  chance  I  get,  I  try  to  make  sure  kids  are  happy.

Troy  vs. 
Bowling  Green 
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With  time  running  out  on  September  4,  201 1  and  Bowling  Green  driving  strong,  Troy  fans  struggled  to 
keep  an  optimistic  attitude. 

The  Trojans  were  at  home  and  needed  a  lucky  break,  but  it  seemed  highly  unlikely  with  less  than  two 
minutes  left  to  go  in  the  fourth  quarter.  However.  Tony  Davis  was  not  ready  to  give  up  the  fight.  The 
sophomore  defensive  tackle  picked  off  a  deflected  ball,  and  Troy  took  over  at  its  own  34-yard  line  with  1:07  left 
in  the  game. 

Freshman  Quarterback  Corey  Robinson  also  stepped  up  for  the  Trojans  by  completing  a  1 7-yard  pass  to 
Tebairus  Gill,  then  another  13-yard  pass  to  Brett  Moncrief.  before  running  five  yards  to  Bowling  Green's  28. 
Robinson  picked  up  a  personal-foul  penalty  on  the  run,  which  put  Troy  on  the  14-yard  line. 

"I  wasn't  a  part  of  it  last  year,  I  was  a  redshirt."  said  Robinson.  "But  you  are  always  part  of  the  team,  and  it 
definitely  felt  good  to  get  a  win," 

This  drive  left  1 1  seconds  remaining  in  the  game.  Robinson  took  a  knee  to  drop  the  clock  to  seven 
seconds,  and  the  Trojans  set  up  for  the  game-winning  field  goal  opportunity. 

Both  teams  called  for  a  timeout  before  the  Trojans  set  up  for  the  field  goal.  It  was  now  place  kicker, 
Michael  Taylor's  time  to  shine.  Taylor  connected  on  a  game-winning  34-yard  field 
goal  with  four  seconds  left  to  give  Troy  a  30-27  victory  over  Bowling  Green. 

"It  was  kind  of  scary,"  said  Taylor.  "But  I  couldn't  ask  for  a  better  snap  and 
hold,  and  the  blocking  was  terrific.  It  was  a  great  operation  from 
start  to  finish."

On  September  25.  201 1  the  game  was  delayed  by  almost 
two  hours  by  lightning  when  the  field  was  cleared  with  3:04 
remaining  in  the  second  quarter  and  with  Arkansas  State 
trailing  21-7  at  home. 

The  delay  lasted  one  hour  and  45  minutes,  and  the  Red 
Wolves  were  able  to  cut  the  Trojan  lead  to  a  touchdown  when 
play  resumed.  Then  they  held  Troy  to  a  pair  of  field  goals  until 
junior  Shawn  Southward's  touchdown  in  the  waning  seconds 
turned  back  the  ASU  rally. 

Arkansas  State  trailed  27-14  when  Troy's  Michael  Taylor 
booted  a  43-yard  field  goal  with  14.14  remaining,  but  the  Red 
Wolves  scored  two  touchdowns  in  the  final  10  minutes, 
including  a  30-yard  touchdown  pass  from  quarterback  Ryan 
Aplin  to  wideout  Allen  Muse  with  50  seconds  to  play  that  gave 
the  Red  Wolves  a  28-27  advantage. 

Freshman  quarterback  Corey  Robinson  led  the  Troy  team 
on  a  five-play  drive  that  used  just  28  seconds  off  the  clock  to 
score  the  winning  points  in  a  35-28  Trojans  victory  over  the 
Arkansas  State  Red  Wolves  in  the  Sun  Belt  Conference  opener 
for  the  four-time  defending  league  champions. 

The  win  was  Troy's  1 1th  straight  in  league  play  and  was 
the  Trojans'  12th  consecutive  victory  at  home,  a  streak  that  runs 
Troy  coach  Larry  Blakeney's  career  mark  at  Veterans  Memorial 
Stadium  to  87-1 1-1  in  20  seasons.

The  Troy  Trojans  knew  they  were  in  for  a  fight 
as  they  took  the  field  Saturday  afternoon  against  the 
FIU  Panthers  on  November  12,  2011. 

The  Panthers,  notorious  for  their  offensive 
capabilities,  were  quite  difficult  for  the  Trojans' 
defense  to  contain.  Some  turnovers  from  the  Trojans 
helped  FIU  to  conquer  Troy  52-35. 

This  loss  would  be  the  first  in  the  series  for  Troy 
among  other  firsts  that  occurred  that  day,  and  only 
the  second  Homecoming  loss  in  the  Larry  Blakeney 
era.  Troy  leads  the  series  6-1  overall.  The  loss  also 
dropped  the  Trojans  (5-4,  4-2)  into  second  place  in 
the  league  race  behind  FIU  (4-5,  4-1). 

However,  there  were  some  positive  firsts  that 
took  place  during  the  game  as  well.  Although  it 
wasn't  enough  to  get  his  team  a  win,  senior  wide 
receiver  Jerrel  Jernigan  was  able  to  break  a  few 
records,  not  only  for  Troy  University  but  also  for  the 
conference. 

The  10  catches  Jernigan  caught  in  the  game 
added  up  to  give  him  a  total  of  236  all-time 
receptions.  He  now  leads  Troy  as  well  as  the  Sun  Belt 
in  career  receptions.  He  also  broke  the  record  for 
career  receiving  yardage  at  Troy. 

His  32  yards  were  enough  to  put  him  at  the  top 
of  the  list  with  2,922,  moving  him  past  legendary 
Danny  Grant,  who  attended  the  game.

On  Saturday,  Feb.  26,  the  Trojan  basketball  team  traveled  to  Miami  to  take  on  Florida 
International  University. 

The  Trojans  fell  83-76.  "This  was  a  game  that  we  could've  won,"  head  coach  Don  Maestri 
said.

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The  Troy  University  women's  basketball  team  fell  to  Middle  Tennessee 
State  University  80-61  in  the  Sun  Belt  Conference  on  Thursday,  Feb.  17,  2011. 

"We  got  some  good  opportunities  in  the  beginning,"  said  head  coach 
Michael  Murphy.  "When  you  get  those  looks  against  a  team  like  this,  you  have 
to  take  advantage  of  it  because  they  do.

The  Trojan  Stampede,  which  is  the  only  rodeo  hosted  by  Troy  annually,  is  an  electrifying  tradition 
where  teams  from  all  over  gather  around  one  idea:  "Talk  slowly,  and  think  quickly." 

This  year's  Stampede  was  held  Oct.  14-16,  as  cowboys  and  cowgirls  gathered  from  12  universities 
and  competed  for  gratification  and  points  at  Cattleman  Park.  Overall,  there  were  about  240  contestants 
from  Alabama,  Kentucky,  Tennessee,  Mississippi.  Missouri  and  Arkansas.

"My  favorite  road  trip  was  my  freshman  year  going  to  Magnolia,  Ark.,  with  Ellen  Trotman,  a  former 
teammate.  We  got  lost  about  five  times  getting  there  and  had  countless  conversations  which  I  would  be 
embarrassed  to  repeat.  Needless  to  say,  we  arrived  late  only  to  do  really  well  for  the  weekend." 

Hazouri  said  what  she  will  miss  the  most  about  rodeo  will  be  practicing  and  hauling  up  and  down  the 
roads  with  her  teammates.
